The center of population of the United 


States had moved westward the distance, 
of 399 miles from. 1800 to 1870, the begin- 
ning of tho century finding 'it 23 miles 
east of Baltimore, and 1870:l«aving it 48 
miles east .of Cincinnati. 
Just where it 


will be according to tho census of 1880, 
has not been determined, but it mil not 
likely be rnoro than halt a dozen miles 
from that city. 


This rapid march of the center of pop- 


ulation has made the old grouping ot the 
Btates look a little ridiculous. There was 
a time when .the New England states 
were properly called the eastern states, 
when Now York, New Jersey, .Pennsyl- 
vania, and Delaware, were actually the 
middle states, and Ohio and so on tho 
western.states. But time has wrought a 
mighty change since that grouping was 
made, and the middle states are now bor- 
dering close on the Mississippi, There 
have been some grouping done • by the 
papers, and one of the ingenious ones 
comes from tho mountains of Oregon, 
and is as follows:

CMcagoans Show Him Around thd

Returning to tho hotel, tho Union Veterans 
were received and then a rest was takea to 
prepare for tho grand reception at S o'clock, 
promptly at the time tho president took his 
position iu the ludios' parlor ot the Grand 
Pacific, and for two hours Secrotary Lincoln, 
who was master of ceremonies, was kept busy 
introducing Chicago people to his chiol'. 
After the' reception tho First regiment band 
and German ijdfting societies of tho nortti 
side serenaded the distinguished guest. 


The German societies sang a song aud then 


tho First regiment band, struck up. Tho 
Jackson street front of tbe hotel was bril- 
liantly illuminated with electric lights, aud 
on tho street was gathered a multitude of 
several thousand, extending in dense mass 
from Clark nearly to La Salle street. In tho 
midst of tho people, in a circle, stood the 
baud, arrayed in their beautiful uniforms, 
led by Prof. Roscnbacker. It was a full 
band of thirty-two pieces.

was a cordon of police, who kept tho crowd 
from encroaching upon their space. After 
tho band had rendered a quickstep, there 
were- loud calls for tho president.
